1 . This Office Action is responsive to the communication filed May 09, 2006. 

2. Per applicant's request, amended claims 1,4,6,12,15,23,26,36,41, and 24 have 
been entered. Claims 3,14,25,38 and 43 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2,4-13,15-24,26-37,39-42 and 44-45 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest at least: 

wherein rewriting of the programs stored in said second recording section is inhibited; 
and a download result storage unit, which stores a status of the writing of the program 
for download carried out by said writing unit, as recited in each of the independent 
claims 1,12,23,36, and 41.

second recording section, provided in a predetermined area of said first recording 
section, which already stores at least a program for executing reception of the program 
for download 

and a program for executing writing of the program for download onto said first 
recording section; 

Ozawa discloses a receiving unit that receives the program for download according to 
the program for executing reception that has been stored in said second recording 
section; 

and a writing unit which writes the received program for download onto said first 
recording section according to the program for executing writing that has been stored in 
said second recording section, 

but neither Bunnell nor Ozawa, disclose wherein rewriting of the programs stored in said 
second recording section is inhibited; and a download result storage unit, which stores a 
status of the writing of the program for download carried out by said writing unit, as 
recited in each of the independent claims 1,12,23,36, and 41.
